Generel. Outlook Is Encouraging - 


The tatest preliminary estimate af the ylelds of the principal grain 
crops, issued by the Canadian Government Bureau of Statistics, based upon 
reports from all parts of the Deminion, predicts a wheat crop of 458,741,000 
for this year, the second largest crop ever grown in Canada. The record 
crop was in 19238, which totalled 474,199,000 bushels. This year’s wheat crop 
is estimated at 48 980,000 bushels more than last year’s yield and promises 
an average yleld per acre of 20.4 bushels, per acre. 

The three great grain growing provinces of Canada, Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and. Alberta, will produce 432,223,000 bushels . of this 
year’s total crop of wheat. as compared with 383,440,000. bushels in 
1926. a 
‘There has been considerable damage from rust this year in various 
sections of Saskatchewan and Manitoba; and when final threshing returns are 


in, the government's estimate may be considerably lowered, The Manitoba | 


Free Press estimates the wheat crop of the three prairlé provinces for 
the year 1927 at 424,312,125, which ts some eight milllon bushels less than 


the government estimate. This paper’s estimate of the Oat crop of the three | 
prairie provinces is also considerably lower than that of the government | 


and in the final analysis may prové to be more nearly correct, as with the 
exception of Alberta and the western part of Saskatchewan, the oat crop 
has been rather disappointing. Rust and frost has caused a lot of damage.

the west will be well above the average. : :

Ottawa.—-An unusual angle on Can- 
ada’s imports from the United States 
Was cxplained by Hon, James Mal- 
cohn,, minister of trade and com- 
merce, speaking at the annual ban- 
quet of the Bread and Cake Bakers' 
Association of Canada here. Mr. Mal- 
celm pointed out that goods valued 
at many millions listed as imports 


from the United States were in reality 


British imports, 


The most striking example of this 
was the $26,000,000 worth of rubber 
for automobile tires that came to Can- 
ada through the United States and 
appeared in the trade balance as U.S. 
tmports. As all raw rubber came from 
British possessions Canada’s imports 
of this commodity from the U.S. 
really constituted a British » import 
via the U.S. Owing to the great 


“quantities used there it could be im- 


ported more ‘cheaply, the trade minis- 
ter said. 

Up to the present time fruits from 
the West [Indies came under the same 
heading. Now, however, the - Cana: 
dian government had established di- 
rect steamship lines with the West 


‘Indies and it was hoped, that ‘in fu- 


ture fruit for consumption here would 
arrive through Canadian ports.

fied form, Of the origin of this pro- 
‘cess and of its economic merit he 
' gives some account. The process was 
outlined by Dr. Frederick Bergius in 
.a paper he read before the interna- 


. \tional conference on bituminous coal 


‘at Pittsburg. After great expendi- 
ture of time and labor and money the 
liquefaction of coal by means of hy- 
\drogeneration was brought to pass 
‘“in a technically practicable and ec- 
cnomically satisfactory form.” Fac- 
tories for thus rendering the essence 
‘of the coal have been established -at 
‘two points in Germany. These fac- 
‘tories, it is estimated’ ,will produce 
cabout 1,000,000 barrels per year. If 
the process is as satisfactory as it,is 
‘reported to be, it should mean’ no 
leSs than a godsend to regions like 
Alberta that have vast deposits of 
‘bituminous coal and lignite’ shut out 
‘from the markets of consumption by 
cost of-transportation. Dr, Kaiser 
proposes that the right to.the use of 
his process in Canada should be ob- 
‘tained by the Dominion government. 
That the government could then con- 
trol. applications. of the process‘ and 


protect producers and consumers alike, 


-againgt excessive charges for the use 
of it. He rightly deems the, matter 
important enough to be brought before 
the Conservative national €onvention, 
‘which meets in Winn‘peg on’ the 10th 
of next month. ‘The development of 
Alberta’s coal resources is a matter 


~~vof immense importance, not only to 


the province in which they lie, but to 
Canada as a whole. : If in ‘a freight 
car whosé full load of coal is 50 tons 
tthe oil product’ of 250 tons of coal 
can be carried, an’ immense expan- 
‘sion of the output. of the mines. of 
Alberta is at once assured. For the 
rerude oil’ obtained ‘from: the coal, 
, markets thousands of miles away can 
be: reached.

- Is Dangerous Place 


Material When Settling Overnight 
Gives Off Deadly Gas : 

The partly “filled silo becomes u 

sort of a death-trap taking its toll of 
‘Hives every year. Silage in the early 
stages of fermentation, A. E. Per- 
kins, dairy chemist at the Ohio Ex- 
periment’ Station, explained, gives off 
large quantities of carbon dioxide, 
which, if breathed instead of air, 
‘ eauses death: ; 

This gas is heavier than air, and 
displaces air in the silo if not allow- 
ed to escape at an opening near the 
surface of the silage. ; 

There ig no danger when filling is 
in actual progress, but there ig dan- 
ger, Mr. Perkins declared, when the 
filling is interrupted overnight or 
longer. Even when the doors are put 
in no faster than the silo: is being 
filled, the’ silage may settle onough 


» 


during the night to form: ah enclosed: 


* pit higher than a man’s head. The 
' silo may thus become a death-trap by 


filling with carbon dioxide to the low- | 


est opening. 

This gas does not transform air in 
edor or appearance, and the victim 
who enters the silo may be overcome 
by the gas without being aware of its 
presence. Carbon dioxide is not a 
poison, but kills merely by excluding 
air from the lungs. : 

Removing the doors down to the 
level of the silage before entering 
after the filling has been interrupted 
will let the carbon dioxide flow away 
and be replaced by air. Running 
the cutter and fan for a short time, 
tdie or in cutting, will agitate: the 
gas and mix it with the air, render- 
ing it harmless. 

After fermentation is complete and 
vthe silo has been opened there is no 
further danger. First-aid measures 
eonsist in“prompt removal of the per- 
gon to fresh air. and artificial respira-

_Air Liner 


German Engineer Working On Plains 

For Super-Craft- Sa i 
* Plans have been made by Dr. Ea- 
mund Rumpler, the German aeronau- 
tical engineer who designed the fam- 
ous Taube, or Dove, monoplane for 
the German army, for a giant air liner 
with wings 80 expansive and thick 
that they will provide space for cab- 
ins with bathrooms, dining rooms, 
lounges, and promenades—accomino- 
dations for 135 passengers. is ex- 
pected that this Titan of the air will 
be “able to cross the Atlantic In 20 
hours. . 

Actually, plans for this type of air- 
plane were drawn several years ago. 
In general outline they are as good 
as they ever were, for aerodynamic 
principles have not changed. Dr. 
| Rumpler, with the dust blown off his 
blueprints, is talking more confident- 
lw than ever of the day when air 
voyages across the ocean will be as 
commonplace as. steamship travel. is 
now. He is too cautious to plunge 


bodly into the construction of a craft. - 


without careful preparation. Ho will 
reach his. ideal trans-Atlantic alr 
plane "by easy stages. ‘First, he will 
probably build a forty or fifty-passen- 
ger plane, and finally his largest ship. 

Although a plane of such fantastic 
size has never been ‘built, the project 
must not be classed as impractical. 
Scientific and engineering research 
hag ‘never yet failed the designers of, 
aircraft. The same laws of applied 
physics that enabled Bellanca to de-
